No 13/7/58 Adm —The Department of Atomic Energey was 
established in August 1954 and since then research an 1 
development in the peaceful uses of atomic energy have made 
Important and tapid strides and a greatly expanded pro 
gramme is envisaged for the future in the coutse of which 
India should be able to produce all the basic materials re- 
quired for the utilisation of atomic energy, and build a series 
of atomic power stations, which will contribute increasingly 
to the production of electric power In the country These 
developments call tor an organisation with full authority to 
plan arid implement the various measures on sound technical 


and etonomic principles and free from all non essential 
l cstncLions oi needlessly incla°tu rules The sjrtclal require 
riients of atomic energy the newness of the field the strategic 
nature of its activities and its international and political 
significance have to be borne in mind in devising such an 
organisation 

2 After cateful consideiation, the Government of India

No 3-TT (14)/57.— The Government of India hare larefuily 
coniideied the part played by tourism in promoting inter- 
national goodwill, cultuial and social integration of the 
people living in dilfeient parts of the country, earning of 
foreign exchange anti the general development of the country 
as a whole Its promotion involves action in a number of 
directions by the vanous Ministries/Departments of the Cen- 
tral Government, State Governments and non official organi- 
saiions lcpresenting the trarel trade and cultural and social 
interests Prominent persons from the public can also play 
a useful role by rendering advice based on their experience 
and personal knowledge With a view to achieve effective 
co-ordination and co operation of all the interests, official and 
non official, in the promotion of tourism, the Government of 
Imlia have decided to set up a Tourist Development Gouncil. 

I Functions of the Council— The main function of the 
Council will be Lo iccommend measures necessary for the pro 
mption of tourist traffic to India Irom othei countries and 
from one part of the country to the other While the recom 
mfcndations of the Council will gencially be in respect of 
matters concerning the country as a whole, it will not be de 
barred from making rccommendatioiLS in lespect of measures 
fuf the development of tourist traffic to a panic ulai place In 
such cases howevei, it shall take Into account the views of the 
Tourist Advisory Committee of the State or the Region in 
which tlie place is located 

II Effect of the Council's Recommendations —The recom- 
mendations of 'he Gouncil shall be advisory in character but 
In view of the high level representation on the Council, its 
recommendations in so far as action on the part of Govern 
ment u concerned, will not be rejected without reference to the 
Mjnfstcr concerned 

III Composition of the Council — ' The constitution of the 
Council shall be as follows 

(l) Minister (Cabinet) incharge of Transport tn the Cen- 
tral Government shall be the Chairman 

(H) Minister of State or Deputy Minister, as the case may 
be, in charge of tourism in the Central Government 
shall be the Vilc Chairman 

(iii) Other members of the Council shall be the following. 

(A) Secretary In charge of Transport in the Central 
Government 

(2) Head of the Tourist Organisation of the Central 
Government 

(3) One representative each of the Ministry of Railway*, 
Ministry of Finance (CD), Department of Com- 
munications and the Planning Commission 

(4) Director General of Archaeology 

(5) Minister in charge of tourism in each State Gov- 
ernment

Annexure 

TOURIST DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL 
Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business 

I Meetings — ( 1 ) The Council will meet at least once a year 
at a place and on a date to be appointed by the Chairman 

(ii) Additional meetings may be convened by the Chair 
man ‘at any time or place 

(ni) Not less than two months notice shall be given by 
the Secretary of every annual meeting As long a notice as 
may be possible shall be given of additional meetings 

II Agenda — (i) The agenda for a meeting shall contain 
such matters as the Chairman may direct 

(n) A member wishing to have any matter discussed at the 
annual meeting may intimate the fact to the Secretary at any 
time However, it should not be later than one month after 
the date of the meeting has been Intimated The inclusion 
of such a matter in the Agenda and the precise form In which 
it is to be expressed shall be at the discretion of the Chairman 

(iii) The agenda for all annual meetings together with all 
relevant memoianda and other papers shall be despatched by 
the Secretary so as to reach the members not less than 15 days 
before the meeting 

(iv) Nothing In this rule shall prevent the Council from 
deciding to discuss any matter of which notice, as above pro 
vided, has not been given 

III Voting — (i) The decisions of the Council shall, as far 
as possible, be unanimous In case this is not found possible, 
the decision shall be reached by a simple majority of the votes 
cast and in the event of votes being equally divided, the Chair 
man will have an additional or casting vote. 

(u) The Chairman shall have one vote and the remaining 
members of the Central Government taken together shall have 
20 votes, each State Government two votes, representatives 
of Himachal Pradesh and Delhi shall each have one vote. 

Representatives of the IA C., AJ.I. and Travel and Tourist 
Industry s Council shall each have two votes The remaining 
members shall have one vote each 

IV. Powers of the Chairman —The Chairman shall have all 
necessary powers to supplement these rules and to give rulings 
for the orderly and prompt despatch of the business of the 
Council 

V The proceedings of the Council shall not be open to 
the public 

VI Minutes .— The minutes or proceedings of each meeting 
shall be prepared as soon as possible by the Secretary and 
shall be authenticated by the Chairman Copies shall be fur- 
nished to all members The Council shall ddcide at each 
meeting whether copies of the minutes or proceedings should 
be made available to the public or their drculatlon amongst 
non officials restricted only to members.
